practical, and have, agreed in caucus to 
the Reed plan of counting a quorum. 
This is humiliating to them, of course, 
but dishonest 
people 
rarely escape 


humiliation, no matter in what or where 
that dishonesty is practiced. There is a 
right way to conduct the business of 
congress and the government, and there 
is only one right waj. The Republicans 
have sought that way and made the 
government a success. The Democrats 
cannot make it a success any other way 
and tho quicker they quit trying it tin- 
better it will bo for tho country. 


They have adopted the Reed rules, and 


they should now adopt the balance of 
tho Republican methods, then they will 
be able to turn the government over to 
honest men and statesmen in 1897, with 
some degree of nolf respect at least.

Madeline Pollard Wins Her Oaae 


Against OoL Breckinridge, 


WITH FIFTEEM THODSAHD 
DOLLARS 


As a Salve for Her Disappoinlmcnt— 


Scenes and Incidents of the Last 


Day of the Trial—How the 


Verdict Was Received. 


A Sensational Tilt Between Judge Wil- 


son and Lawyer Stoll. 


WASHINGTON, 
April 
15. — During 


his closing argument in the Pollard- 
Breekinridg-e 
breach-of-promise suit 


yesterday, 
the

was taken up by Judge Wilson and 
torn in tatters. He said it was time 
that legislation put a stop to this 
travesty*on justice, where experts got 
f23. *5tt or $100 a day, according to how 
hard they were willing- to swear. 
The 


time would come, he said, when the 
court and not litigants in a ca'.e would 
fcelecf tlie experts; and until that was 
done there would not be any justice 
or decency in expert testimony. The 
Morey-ciarficUl fcrgory was cited as an 
instance of difference in expert testi- 
mony 


A M-n'-ational scene was narrowly 


«verl«d a minute later uhen Judge

the alleffed forgery 


was b.i'-ed on the letter which Slade- 
line I'ollard bad written to \Vessie 
Brown, her schoolmate. "The evi- 
dence in this case shows," he said, 
"that they yot the letter from the hus- 
band of Wevsie Brown, Mr. Kobinson. 
The evidence shows that Mr. Stoll car- 
ried that Wessie Brown letter around 
in his possession." 


At this Mr. Stoll turned to Mr.

jury to impale the defendant with the 
javelin of justice, and hold him aloft 
on it as an example to others disposed 
to wrongdoing, and Justice would cry 
ont "Amen." 


Judge Wilson finished at 2-'28 o'clock, 


and the Court immediately began his 
charge to the jury, reading from man- 
uscript. He said:

The charge was quite lenjrthy and 


clearly indicated the duty of the jury 
in their deliberations. The judge com- 
mended all connected with the case as 
witnesses, and with exceptions the 
counsel, for the delicate m inner in 
which they had handled matter in 
itself unfit for utterance in any court 
of justice, and closed as follows:

the junior counsel, lust across the 
street, and as he was coming1 down the 
court house steps an open barouche 
with two ladies in it drove up, and he 
waited on the curbstone to receive 
them.

Judge Wilson and Mr. Carlisle, Miss 


Pollard's counsel, waited for the ver- 
dict at Mr. Carlisle's office opposite the 
courthouse, with their client, who re- 
mained remarkably cool. Miss Ellis,

the plaintiff, who has not appeared in 
connection with the case, formed an- 
other of the party. 


About a hundred men remained in 


the court room to secure good seats 
when the jury returned. 


At 4M the jurymen informed the 


bailiffs who had them in charge that 
they had agreed. Judge Bradley was 
advised immediately and a minute 
later, the jury filed slowly in, flankec 
by the bailiffs. 


Almost immediately behind them 


came Col. Breckinriflge, easy and de- 
bonnaire as usual, 
with Col. Phil 


Thompson, Deuba Breckinridge and 
Mr. McKinney, who has not appeared 
in the case except to disclaim on the

after 
Lawyor Shelby slapped

While Judge Bradley waited for Miss 


Pollard's counsel to appear, the big 
room was quiet and still. 


At 4:40 Calderon Carlisle, Miss Pol- 


lard's attorney, entered and had hardly 
sat down, when the clerk called the 
roll of the jury. Then he put the 
usual question: 


"Gentlemen of the jury, have you 


agreed upon a verdict?" 


Foreman Cole, the oldest man of the 


twelve, rose slowly and answered: "We 
have agreed upon a verdict, and find for 
the plaintiff " 


"In what amount of damages?'' 


asked the clerk. 


"F»teen thousand dollars," was the 


answer. 


There wa« not a sound in the room. 


Judge Bradley had taken occasion to 
warn tlxe spectators just before the 
verdict was rendered that d«fnonstra- 
tions of approval or disapproval from 
Hie specUtors would not bo tolerated, 
and e \ < r y man tlicie heeded the nam- 
ing.
